Maj. Gen Morris is a native of 
New Jersey, born there in 1890. 
He graduated from W est Point in 
1911. In th e first world w ar he 
was a lieutenant colonel and his 
outstanding service as com m and­ 
er of a battalion of the 90th di­ 
vision won for him the D isting­ 
uished Service Cross and 
the 
O rder of th e Purple Heart. 


LONG IN SERVICE 


Maj. Gen. Morris is also a grad­ 
uate of the Command and G en­ 
eral Staff school, 1925, and of the 
W ar College, 1930. He was in­ 
structor th e re for three years 
thereafter. H e was a m em ber of 
the w ar departm ent general staff 
from 1938 to 1940, in th e planning 
departm ent of the personnel di­ 
vision. 
He was professor of m ilitary 
science at T exas A and M in 1916 
and again from 1921 to 1923. He 
held the sam e chair at Bucknell 
University in 1919. 


LONG WITH DIVISION 


G eneral M orris left the Sixth 
arm ored division with regret. He 
had been interested in it and had 
fostered it from its organization. 
He w ent w ith it to its first camp 
in A rkansas and later came to the 
desert with th e division. 
N ews of his promotion to corps 
com m ander w as received w ith in­ 
terest and gratification by his 
m any friends in the Village.

W estervelt was sent to Torney 
H ospital here for treatm ent for a 
m ild illness. He says he has never 
been seriously ill in his life. 
Sgt. W estervelt w as born in 
N ewburg, N. Y. on Septem ber 26. 
1868, 
w hile the echoes of the 
civil w ar were still being heard. 
A fter 18 years w ith th e N ational 
G uard he enlisted in th e regular 
arm y in 1916—and has been w ith 
it since. The age lim it barred 


from service overseas in the first 
world w ar bu t he had a son who 
got across. 
He expects to be back at his 
post w ithin a few days. 
“Retire? Hell, no! I’m fit as a 
fiddle!” he says.

Death Rendezvous 


Over Palm Springs 


Echoed in Court 


A nother echo of th e “rendez­ 
vous w ith death” tragedy over 
Palm Springs last O ctober 23 was 
heard this w eek w ith th e filing of 
a suit in Los A ngeles court by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Rainger, asking 
$227,637 dam ages from the A m ­ 
erican Airlines, Inc., and Lieut.

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I Rise to Remark 
By CONGBESSMAN JOHN PH ILLIPS 


L et’s talk a little more about 
potatoes, before w e continue w ith 
the Four Philosophies. The "apple 
of the earth ” is easy to grow, and 
is a pretty complete article of 
diet. If you don’t believe m e. ask 
the Irish. 


W hen the OPA started setting 
prices, w ith a slide rule instead 
of experience, the potato grow ers 
of California said a price of a p ­ 
proxim ately 
$2.55 
would 
give 
them an incentive to plant the 
quantity the governm ent w anted 
planted. The OPA representatives 
allowed as how th a t was about 
right and the farm ers contracted 
for seed and for planting w ith the 
idea th at was to be the price. 
W ith the contracts let, and the 
seed in the ground, the OPA an ­ 
nounced a selling price for the 
farm er of $2.15. This is not an un­ 
usual experience when dealing 
w ith the OPA. U nfortunately it 
adds uncertainty to the w ar ef­ 
fort. 
L ater the price w as raised, and 
it has of course changed, pre­ 
sum ably under the slide rule m e­ 
thod, from month to month. But 
th at was not the worst. 
Comes the first of May and 
potatoes w ere ready to ship. For 
how m any years have the potato 
grow ers of Kern County, for ex­ 
ample, been shipping their pota­ 
toes by truck to the San F ra n ­ 
cisco and the Los Angeles m ar­ 
kets? This year the OPA stepped 
in and set the hauling prices from 
farm to m arket, regulated by dis­ 
tances, and set them at less than 
hauling costs. Just w hat business 
it is of the OPA anyw ay, how the 
comm odity 
is 
shipped? 
U nder 
present emergency conditions, the 
entire objective of the food ad­ 
m inistration 
should 
be to 
in­ 
crease production and to m ake it 
easy to get the food to the m ar­ 
kets w here it is needed. 
The railroads in California are 
already groaning under their ef­ 
forts to transport m en and w ar 
supplies, in addition to the neces­ 
sary 
civilian 
population. 
They 
couldn’t add the potato crop. C on­ 
sequently 200 trucks, ready to 
haul these potatoes as usual, have 
been standing idle. The OPA a d ­ 
m its that the situation is w rong 
and prom ises to get the regula­ 
tions changed soon, I hope before 
this column sees the light in C ali­ 
fornia. 
It 
should 
never 
have 
m uddled it in the first place. The 
latest report is that tne potato 
growers 
w ill 
ship, 
and 
argue 
later. 
Down in Louisiana, the OPA 
set the potato price at $2.50. In 
the 
adjoining State of Texas, 
w ith practically the sam e soil and 
the same cost of growing, it set 
the price at $395. The slide rule 
method. 
The 
Louisiana 
farm er 
buys 
seed, 
plants, 
cultivates, 
digs, 


washes, pays for the sack and 
sacks the potatoes, grades them 
and hauls them to New Orleans. 
All this for $2.50. 
The jobber takes the sack off 
the farm er’s truck, puts it on the 
sidewalk, and sells it to the re ­ 
tailer (who is glad to come and 
get it there) and the OPA lets 
him charge $5.00. The slide rule 
m ethod again. 
H ere in the East, in W ashing­ 
ton and in New York, w e have a 
constantly grow ing black m arket, 
the inevitable result of the slide 
rule m ethods of the OPA. The 
price to the consum er is raised; 
more im portant is the infection of 
distrust and opposition to govern­ 
ment. Most im portant of all is the 
fact that w e are not producing to 
the full ability to produce. 
Again we turn to th e record; 
In W orld W ar I, on the heels of 
a drought, 
w hen the problem 
was put squarely to the American 
farmer, he increased production 
55% in one year. In W orld W ar 
II, under the guidance of the best 
class room brains, and on the 
heels of several of the best grow­ 
ing years in a generation, we will 
be lucky if we equal the produc­ 
tion on last year, by from 8 to 
16%. 
It is tim e for us to th in k again 
of the much quoted w ords of 
Thomas Jefferson: “W ere we di­ 
rected from W ashington w hen to 
sow and w hen to reap, w e would 
soon w ant bread.” 
In the first of this series of 
articles, I expressed the hope that 
s o m e constructive suggestions 
might come from a frank discus­ 
sion of the difficulties th e farm ­ 
ers are facing. The first rem edial 
m easure was introduced in Con­ 
gress on May 17th by th e Food 
Study 
Com m ittee, 
u nder 
the 
nam e of the chairm an of that 
comm ittee. Congressman Jenkins 
of Ohio. It would place the en­ 
tire control of food u nder one 
head, nam ing the Secretary of 
A griculture as th at head, as a 
m atter of good adm inistration. 
One section says that all food 
purchases shall be through this 
one agency; an im portant point 
in the success of food adm inistra­ 
tion in W orld W ar I. 
Ten agencies of governm ent to­ 
day have direct o r indirect con­ 
trol of the production, distribu­ 
tion and prices of food. Several of 
these compete in buying foods. 
Some are buying above rate al­ 
lowed other purchasers. The bill 
is for the em ergency only, and is 
a step to the solution of pres­ 
ent difficulties.
